DEFENDANT'S REFUSAL TO} 


SETTLE OUT OF COURT. 


The summgns against Mr. W. A. 
Donaldson for on assault on an 
office boy was dismissed by ‘Major 
C. Willson at the Central Assie 
tracy on Saturday.” | 

“On the application of Mr, Donald- 
son, Mr. Wai Po Cheung was recall- 
ed. into the witness box. ; 

Defendant: You remember this 
unfortunate affair took place on a. 


asked what it was all about ?—I 
did.” 

I said I did not wish, to discuss 
the matter with you 1W ‘ords to ‘the 
effect. 

And after that you said “ Well, 
he is wpoing to sue you ’’t—-No. I 
said that. dilting tiffin, members of 
the Chinese staff had approached 
me and asked me to subscribe to- 
wards paying for the boy’s legal 
expenses and towards getting a 
solicitor. 

But itis you who are paying the 
solicitor's expenses, not the staff t— 
The‘ matter has not been decided 
ret, 

Did you not say s0 to met— I 
said so and I am willing to do §0. 

You know’a lot about it from the 
boy’s point. of view!—The impies- 
sion that I had was that everything 
had been fixed, up. 

So that on the "ellowing Monday 
you prétended to me that you knew 
nothing about it when you asked 
me about the affair ?—I deny that I 
pretended. .. 

Mr. Donaldson’ 's Case, 


Mr. Donaldson then addressed his 
‘In the first place 
I think I am right in saying that 
this regrettable affair would never 
have been brought to your notice 
had it been left entirely to the.com- 
plainant.. He returned to his job 
about an hour’ after the affair and 
everything since then had gone 
along very well. 

‘It seems to me that the whule 
matter hag ‘been very much ex- 
eggerated.- I have had several op- 
portunities of pesky settlement 
and cay would have done 30 
- been the aggressor.” 

Mr. Donaldson went on to. say 
that he handled.the complainant in 
self-defence and that he did 80 
}under great provocation. 

Reply for Prosecution, 

Mr. Leo d'Almada e Castro, for 
the prosecution, pointed out the 
improbability of a Chinese, of the 
mentality” of complainant, fighting 
a European’ with his. fists only. -If 
the, complainant had becn the ag- 
gressor, he would certainly have 
armed himself with a knife or some 


}other implement, before he attack- 


ade Mr" Donaldson:-"He vasked?-his 
ant had proved the case-and sug- 
gested that the defendant or, if 
necessary, both parties, should be 
bound over. 


Summons Dismissed. 


» His’ Worship: Mr, Donaldson, in 
his‘ remarks addressed to me, laid 
stress on the-fact-that he had had 
many opportunities” of effecting a 
settlement, but preferred to bring 
the matter to Court. That fact has 
been .presentuin my mind, through- 
out, this case and I think it is very. 
significant. 

As regards the-defendant, his own 
witness, Mr. Wai, said that jhe was 
very irritating.

break. 

The Fire ‘Brigade and the 
Afforestation Department “were un- 
able to extinguish the fire at ‘frst, 


although they did alt in their power | 


The 
glare of the blaze was visible for 
some miles, . 

“A high wind: fanned the flames, 


making the work of extinguishing 


the blaze more arduous, 
” Central ' Fire Station received a 


notification at 8,20 p.m. when two | 


appliances were immediately dis- 
patched, with another from the. 
Wanchai gub-station. 


» Superinteadent” Brooks and Hon. 
Mr. T, H. King (Acting C.S.P. and 
Chief Officer of the Fire Brigade) 
also went to the scene.‘ 

Fortunately, oO .property was 
damaged, and ine blaze ed Soraed

It is believed the outbreak was 
due to a dropped cigarette end ‘or 
Match, as the sun was setting when 
the fire started.
